MR. BULYEA NOMINATED. 
Yesterday a convention of Pro- 

hibitionists was held at Indian 

Head to nominate a candidate for 

the representation of South Qu’- 

Appelle in the Northwest Legis- 

lative Assembly. There were pre- 

sent ten delegates from the munici- 
pality of South Qu’Appelle and 
ewelve from Indian Head munici- 
pality. The convention was ofa 
thoroughly representative charac- 
ter, Mr. James Weidman was 
called on by resolution to preside 
es chairman, and Mr. H. O. Par- 
tridye was appointed seerctary. A 
resolution was unaminotsly carried 
that a candidate be nominated. It 
was decided that the names of pro- 
bable candidates be submitted to 
the convention and ballotted for. 

Messrs G.H. V. Bulyea, J. T. Part- 
ndge and B. J. Brooks were named 

and a ballot taken. Only one ballot 
was necessary, ag Mr. Bulyea re- 

ceived a mojority of all the votes 
wast.
